Johannes Brahms found the eternal 
register of the German soul 


ing pieces by Brahms, his willingness to 
risk irregularities and doviations from 
symmetry. 

He puts Brahms alongside Haydn 
and Mozart — against Becthoven, 

Nevertheless, this still said nothing 
about tho essential difference between 
Brahms and Wagner. 

The assertion that the creative indivi- 
dual most admires what hıc hopes to 
achieve is confirmed by Schönberg's 
own paper, which) can be seen to be an 

` apology for his own music, 

Brevity and avoiding garrulous repe- 
titlons can be seerı to be typical charac- 
teristics of Schönborg's works, particu- 
larly of his dodecaphonio works. 

What is it that fascinates him about 
Brahms? “I feel that the progress 
Brahms was trying to achieve should 
have spurred composers into wring 
musio for proper adults, 

“Mature individuals think in a com- 
plex way, and tho greater their intelli 
genco, tho greater the number of com. 
plex units with which they are familiar. 

“It 1s diffloult to understand why 
composers describe something as ‘sc. 
rious muslo’ which is full of prolixity 
and does not suit tho content, 

“Very often they just repeat sometli- 
ing three to seven tlmes which can be 
understood straight away," 

A particular authority on the current 
“status" of Johannes Brahms in the 
world of muslo is Hang Hirsch, the ini. 
illator of the first recording of oll of 
Brahms works (DCO), 

He reckons that slightly moro thun 
half of Brahms works are played in ovr 
concert halls today, Is this something to 
complain about? 

As Samuel Beckett wrote; "One of 
the two thieves was suYed, thut's a pret. 
ty good percentage", 

The 50 por cent of Brahms which stil!

O: one million peoplein the Feds 
eral Republio of Germany live as 
man and wife in all but name. Legally, 
says a Dortmund lawyer, it could be dy» 
namite. 

“When a marriage is on the rocks the 
legal repercussions ate fairly stralght- 
forward," Regina Rogalski told a legal 
conference in Esşen,  . 3 

“But wher couples who five outside 
wedlock split up, endless problems 
occur." She was not opposed to such 
relationships but merely foit an alterna- 
tive contract should be signed. 

Reaching prior agreement on who got 
what if they split up would save couples 
endless time and trouble, . : : 

‘There is no such thing as palimony in 
Germany despite Cases that carnot be 
described as other then traglo for the 
empty-handed survivor, .. ' .
